A PEDESTRIAN who 
died following a 
collision with a car on 
the road to Porthcawl, 
has been named as 
D e i V i d a s 
Andrijauskas. 

Nine teen-year-old 
Deividas, from Wildmill 
in Bridgend, sustained 
serious injuries in the 
incident, which occurred 
as he walked along the 
A4106 Bridgend Road, 
Tythegston, at around 
4pm on Friday, October 7. 

He died in hospital on 
Wednesday morning and 
his family have released 
the following tribute to 
hi m. 

“Deividas was bom in 
Lithuania, but has lived in 
Wales since the age of 12, 
and as far as he was 
concerned, this was his 
home. He never forgot 
where he was from, but 
his life was here now. 

“He was a young man 
just starting out in the 
world, and he was so 
caring, loving and full of 
life and energy. He was a 


hard worker and so well 
liked by everyone who 
knew hi m. 

“He always had a smile 
on his face and was such a 
happy boy. He was 
always listening to music 
and his ambition was to 
become a DJ one day. He 
loved playing and 
watching basketball, 
because that is 
Lithuania’s national 
game. 

“He went out that day 
to visit friends and we had 
no idea that he would 
never come home. We 
never had the chance to 
say goodbye to him. 

“His loss has left a 
massive hole in our 
family, and he will never 
be forgotten by everyone 
who knew him.” 

South Wales Police are 
continuing to appeal for 
witnesses to the collision. 
Anyone with information

Porthcawl man (24) jailed after 
high-speed drive around town 


IT was only luck that 
nobody was injured 
when a self-employed 
carpenter drove his van 
at high speed in built- 
up areas in Porthcawl, 
said a judge at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Daniel Braham (24), fled 
from the vehicle and later 
told the police that it was 
because the following day he 
was going on holiday to 
Bulgaria. 


Braham, of Summerfield 
Drive, Porthcawl, was jailed 
by Judge David Wyn Morgan 
for a total of 44 weeks and 
disqualified from driving for 
three and a half years. 

He had admitted charges 
of dangerous driving, driving 
while disqualified without 
insurance, and possessing 
cannabis. 

Prosecutor John Warren 
said that earlier this year, 
Braham had been disqualified 
from driving for three years.

On July 20, police spotted 
him driving at speeds of over 
60 mph in residential areas of 
Porthcawl and gave chase. 

Braham eventually stopped 
and ran off from the vehicle. 

Mr Warren said he was 
eventually arrested on 
September 27, following a 
domestic incident. 

At the time, he was found 
to be in possession of a small 
amount of cannabis. 


“When interviewed, he 
admitted driving while 
disqualified and without 
insurance, and accepted his 
driving had been dangerous,” 
said Mr Warren. 

He told the officers he ran 
off because he was due to go 
on holiday the following day. 

The court heard he had 
convictions for burglary, 
causing damage and failing 
to provide a breath specimen. 

His solicitor, Rhodri 
Chudleigh said: “He realises 


the aggravating features of 
the offences. To say the least, 
he is a hard worker, very 
industrious, and has his own 
company. 

“He was driving at the 
time because he could not 
resist the temptation.” 

Said the judge: “This was 
a prolonged incident and you 
drove dangerously in built-up 
areas. It was only luck that 
no one was injured.” 

He was ordered to take the 
extended driving test.

Guide Dogs 
celebrates 85th 
anniversary 


ON October 6, The 
Guide Dogs for the 
Blind Association 
(Guide Dogs) 
celebrated 85 years 
since the UK’s first 
guide dog 
partnership was 
formed on October 
6,1931 in Wallasey 
on the Wirral, 
Cheshire. 

In 1931, two 
forward-thinking 
Britons, Muriel 
Crooke and Rosamund 
Bond, sent for a dog 
trainer from the Swiss- 
American organisation 
The Seeing Eye and in 
October of that year, 
the first four British 
guide dogs completed 
their training at a 
lock-up garage in 
Wallasey. 

The first guide dogs 
were German 
Shepherds, Flash, 
Meta, Judy and Folly. 

Guide Dogs relies on 
well over 11,000 


volunteers throughout 
the UK taking on 
differing roles - from 
hrood hitch holders, 
puppy walkers and 
hoarders - to sighted 
guides, fundraisers 
and many more. 

For over eight 
decades, the Guide 
Dog service has 
survived with no 
government funding, 
even though there is 
an ever-growing 
demand for guide 
dogs. 

Bridgend county 
borough has a local 
fundraising group of 
volunteers who help to 
raise funds.

It was founded in 
1914 and completed in 
1916, but the miners 
continued to contribute 
to the fund long after the 
war had ended. 

The Maesteg Hospital 
League of Friends has 
commissioned a plaque 
to commemorate the 
miners’ contribution to 
the building of the 
hospital, and this will be

In achieving the silver 
award in the Stray Dog 
Category, SRS

Also that there is a 
clear procedure in place 
to treat injured and sick 
dogs and a staffed out-of- 
hours kennel service is 
provided.

They were told how 
wool was collected and 
that every year sheep will 
produce a new fleece, 
making wool a renewable 
fibre source.

Parts of the 
Vale could be 
facing gridlock 

— councillor warns 


PARTS of the Vale and Cardiff 
could be heading for gridlock - 
that’s the verdict of one 
councillor who says we’ve 
reached “saturation point”. 

With a number of housing 
developments either under way or 
under proposal in Dinas Powys, 
Cosmeston, Sully, Barry, Rhoose and 
St Athan, Coun Kevin Mahoney 
warned that the flow of traffic was 
slowing and access to the M4 
becoming inhibited. 

Coun Mahoney told The GEM: “All 
major road routes exiting the Vale 
towards Cardiff are now operating 
totally beyond any recognised form of 
design capacity with Culverhouse 
Cross, Dinas Powys, the Merrie 
Harrier and Cogan at times totally log 
jammed. 

“The M4 regularly shows signs of 
failing to cope with current traffic 
flows. It is apparent that Cardiff and 
the eastern Vale has already reached 
saturation point in regards to housing, 
population, services and traffic levels. 

“With 45,000 new houses planned 
by Cardiff Council and 10,500 by the 
Vale, only a fool could think that the 
local infrastructure can cope with these 
levels of new population growth 
crammed into such a compact area.” 

Coun Mahoney pointed out that 
people in the Vale sometimes faced 
delays getting onto the M4 for either 
business or family journeys. 

He explained: “It should be clearly 
obvious to any road user that there is 
virtually no capacity for more traffic 
and yet with the new proposals for a 
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business park, park and ride and 
thousands of new houses (1,500) 
behind junction 33 a key route out of 
the Vale may grind to a halt. 

“Many council officers, county 
councillors and national politicians 
have been paid vast amounts of money 
over the years and have failed to ensure 
the total upgrade of infrastructure. 

“This should have taken place over 
the last 25 years in order to cope with a 
fraction of the new residents and 
houses in the area.” 

Coun Mahoney said it may be too 
late to sort out impending gridlock. 

“I would like to offer a suggested 
solution - but I’m afraid that I can’t. I 
don’t think that there is one, and feel 
sure that we will continue to observe 
naive people at local and national level 
who feel that you can just build over 
every scrap of green land in south east 
Wales and everything will be hunky 
dory.” 

National politicians hope the South 
Wales Metro project, which seeks to 
integrate rail and bus services and 
encourage people not to use cars as 
much, will solve some of these issues. 
But some people are wedded to car 
use - and a train or bus service might 
not suit their routine or job 
requirements.

They also foster volunteering in every 
area of life including the environment, 
sport and culture. 

On World Mental Health Day on 
Monday, October 10, a number of 
organisations came to the Senedd to 
raise awareness of mental health needs 
and the services they provide. 

The Health Secretary, Vaughan 
Gething AM launched the Welsh 
Government plan ‘Together for Mental 
Health ’ at the event, with a statement to 
the Assembly on Tuesday about the ways 
in which we are continuing to invest and 
modernise our mental health services. 

Vaughan Gething was very clear about 
the role of the third sector in delivering 
‘Together for Mental Health.’ 

He said: “We have seen the third 
sector taking an even more active role in 
the way mental health services are 
shaped and delivered in recent years - 
and help to ensure the ethos of co¬ 
production in service planning and 
delivery.” 

He said the new plan would continue 
work to tackle stigma and 
discrimination, introducing a new ‘well¬ 
being bond’ in Wales and the piloting of 
a social prescription scheme to improve 
the availability of sources of support 
within the community. 

The plan also includes investment in 
the provision of psychological therapies 
for adults and children and a focus on 
dementia risk reduction and improving 
diagnosis rates. 

At the AGM of GVS (Glamorgan 
Voluntary Services) last week, I spoke 
about our commitment to the voluntary 
sector and its part in delivering the 
plan - including organisations like the 
charity MIND in The Vale, who have 
been taking part in the primary mental 
health support service pilot in GP 
surgeries - with positive results. 


I congratulated GVS on an excellent 
year of work supporting volunteers in 
the community and developing projects 
such as ‘Go-Creating Healthy Change’ - 
working with another pioneering 
charity - Vale People First and Cardiff 
and Vale Action for Mental Health. 

At the AGM we heard about a new 
grant scheme Supporting Older People in 
The Vale. We were urged to publicise 
this opportunity with funding from the 
Welsh Government allocated to the 
Cardiff and Vale University Health 
Board from the Intermediate 
Care Fund for new and 
innovative third sector 
community activities and 
services for older people in the 
Vale.

Volunteer appeal 
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‘A TERRIFYING TALE OF BUNGLING INEPTITUDE’ 

50 years on - the Aberfan 
disaster is remembered... 

BRIAN KEITCH TELLS HOW VALE OF GLAMORGAN RESPONDED 
TO THE HORRIFIC EVENT THAT STUNNED THE WORLD 


I N 1961, the local management of the National 
Coal Board decided to dump slag from the 
Merthyr Vale Colliery above the village of 
Aberfan - where the Number 7 Pantglas Tip 
began to pile up. 

Perched on a steep slope, and located on top of a mountain 
stream, much concern was voiced by local residents about the 
safety of such a development. Protests were ignored and the tip 
gradually grew over the next few years, with the added danger of 
‘tailings’- fine particles of coal and ash which when wet, turned 
into slurry - deposited on it. 

Like many disasters, there was a series of events which 
combined to result in the catastrophe. Heavy persistent rain in 
the weeks before, the students at Ysgol Pant Glas were due to 
start their half term holiday - with just a half day at school. Had 
the school day started 30 minutes later, many lives may have been 
spared. 

The disaster - when Number 7, tip collapsed; raging down the 
mountainside and taking everything in its path - claimed the 
lives of 114 school children plus two more of not even school age; 
twenty eight adults of whom six were teachers. In total 144 lives 
were lost in a mining disaster - above ground - which was totally 
preventable. 

One would have to go back to 1869, when John Nixon 
(famously known as one not to give a penny to charitable causes, 
despite his massive personal fortune that came out of the coal 
mining industry) opened the Merthyr Vale Colliery. 

Typically, the coal owners had little regard to where ‘slag’ was 
tipped. Ironically, much of this slag was good small coal - but the 
money was in lump coal. For the colliers’ point of view ‘small 
coal’ was worthless - in many cases not even paid for it. 

The Universal Colliery in Senghenydd claimed the lives of over 
half a thousand miners in the disasters of 1901 and 1913 - plus 
many more in everyday accidents. The price of coal is hard to 


describe, even today. 

The Aberfan disaster was - as always in south Wales - treated 
on a personal scale. Within a matter of days, appeals for money 
to help the stricken village came from throughout the world. The 
police. Red Cross, the Fire Brigade, miners from the colliery and 
anyone and anybody, rushed to the scene of a disaster unheard of 
even in the grim history of mining. 

In the Vale of Glamorgan, the chairman of Penarth Urban 
District Council, Mr T Glyn Salmon, announced: “I have been 
asked to launch a local appeal for funds in connection with the 
Aberfan disaster fund. Whilst I am sure that no amount of money 
can compensate for the terrible tragedy which has befallen the 
people of Aberfan, I feel that the people of Penarth would 
welcome the opportunity of contributing towards the appeal and 
thus help in some practical way to alleviate the effects of this 
disaster”. 

Another Penarth councillor, Mr Harold Green, suggested that 
the slag should be dumped into the disused Penarth Dock - thus 
solving two problems in one! 

Within a week, the Penarth Council’s appeal had reached over 
£1,000 - a lot of money 50 years ago. But a letter to the 
Chairman of Penarth Urban District Council is worth a mention; 
“Dear Sir, Please find enclosed a postal order value 20 shillings 
(one pound), my friends and I collected from the sale of used 
books and toys. Would you please put it towards the Aberfan 
Disaster Fund. My friends are Vicky Harvey, Paul Harper and 
Michael Crates. Graham Allen (aged 9)”. 

Barry Island collected £100 in a door to door collection and a 
charity ball raised £1,200 - the local Girl Guides did a charity 
walk from Cardiff to Porthcawl and raised a further £300. Barry 
Rugby Club hired a coach and helped in trying to dig out the 
children trapped in the slurry and the crew of a German vessel in 
Barry Dock had a whip round. Many people from Barry went up 
the help at the scene of the tragedy. 

The Mayor of Barry’s appeal raised £586 in a week; by 
November 11, it had risen to £1,346. Romilly Bingo Club and film 


goers at the Theatre Royal raised £225. 

A memorial service at St Peter’s Church, Dinas Powys was full 
- in particular because a former teacher in the village - Mrs 
Bates - was killed in the disaster. 

Collections were made around Rhoose village and in the 
parishes of Penmark and Porthkerry. 

Further afield, the Mayor of St Pol de Leon in Brittany - 
Penarth’s twin town, informed Conn Salmon that £182 had been 
sent to the Mayor of Merthyr’s Aberfan Appeal Fund just before 
Christmas. 

On a personal note - during the 10 years I spent working in 
the Czech Republic -1 spoke to three former miners in the 
former coal mining district of Zbysov, near the city of Brno. 

On finding out I was from south Wales, the gentlemen 
informed me of the collection, in a bucket, from all the mines - 
then open - in the district being sent to Wales. 

In Sully, the Treweek Girls made a house-to-house collection in 
aid of the disaster fund, which amounted to £64 and 17 shillings, 
which was sent to the Mayor of Merthyr’s fund. 

The outcome of all this? Lord Robens, the chairman of the 
National Coal Board, appeared dramatically at the end of the 
tribunal and admitted that the NCB was at fault, so making most 
of the hearings in the tribunal quite unnecessary. 

The tribunal concluded: ...the Aberfan Disaster is a terrifying 
tale of bungling ineptitude by many men charged with tasks for 
which they were totally unfitted, of failure to heed clear warnings, 
and of total lack of direction from above. ...Blame for the disaster 
rests upon the National Coal Board... The legal liability of the NCB 
to pay compensation of the personal injuries, fatal or otherwise, 
and damage to property, is incontestable and uncontested. 

The final twist in this sorry tale is that the Aberfan Appeal 
Funds had to initially pay towards the removal of the deadly tips 
and it was years later that the money was repaid - without 
interest. The Government of the day was Labour. The Prime 
Minister, Harold Wilson.

INFERNO BARELY RAISES A 
FLICKER OF EXCITEMENT... 


D an 

BROWN’S 

Robert 

Langdon books have 
raised pulses in the 
literary world - but 
when it comes to 
adapting them for 
the big screen, they 
haven’t been quite as 
successful. 

Though both The Da 
Vinci Code and Angels and 
Demons have done 
reasonably well at the box 
office, critical reception 
hasn’t been overwhelmingly 
positive, something that 
director Ron Howard and 
star Tom Hanks will hope to 
put right in Inferno. 

Yet again adapted from 
Brown’s source novel, it 
sees Langdon awake in a 
Florence hospital with no 
idea how he got there; with 
the aid of doctor Sienna 
(Felicity Jones), he starts to 
piece together his memories 
and, using clues laid before 
them, the pair travel in a 
race against time to stop the 
unleashing of a virus that 
will wipe out half of the 
earth’s population... 

The last two films based 
on Dan Brown’s books 


provide the template for 
what you’re likely to 
encounter here - religious 
imagery and historical 
knowledge mixed with a 
dash of puzzles and a race 
against time to stop the 
villain’s nefarious scheme 
using only the lead 
character’s mental nous and 
slight physicality. 

Inferno changes the 
formula up slightly - here 
Langdon, having banged his 
head, is shorn of his mental 
faculties albeit for a shorter 
period of time than you 
might think, thus making 
this film more of a two- 
hander as he and his newly- 
acquired doctor friend 
Sienna team up in order to 
track down the deadly virus. 

However, in every other 
way possible, this third 
outing still has all the faults 
and issues the first two 
films had, in what is a 
deeply unsatisfying and dull 
effort. 

Yes, you would expect 
more from the teaming of 
Ron Howard and Tom 
Hanks, but as they’ve 
shown previously, even 
these skilled artists can’t 
work wonders with the 
material they’re given. 

The very thing that makes 
Brown’s novels work on the 


page - the density, the ever- 
increasing plot twists - on 
screen just fall flat and 
frustrate. There are so 
many plot twists, double 
and triple-crosses that by 
the end you’ll do well to 
remember just who is who 
and what they want out of 
the whole situation. 

While Howard does his 
best to give the film a 
strong visual feel - 
Langdon’s dream sequences 
of hell on earth are well 
done, while the messy and 
muddled climax does have a 
hint of suspense about it - 
he is fighting a losing battle, 
while Hanks’ charm yet 
again fails to make Langdon 
an interesting character. 

The likes of Felicity 
Jones, Omar Sy and Sidse 
Babett Knudsen are caught 
between acting and 
delivering reams of 
exposition to keep the 
viewer in the loop, while 
the only person who seems 
like they’re having a good 
time is Irrfan Khan’s 
shadowy security expert, 
who seems to relish every 
scene he's in and delivers 
the most enjoyable turn of 
the film. 

David Koepp may have 
something of a thankless 
task adapting Brown’s prose 


for the screen, but having 
also adapted Angels and 
Demons he is on a sure- 
footing; however, the film’s 
constant twisting and 
turning means that every 
reveal fails to carry the 
emotional impact that is 
desired, and you’re left 
mistrusting everyone that 
isn’t Robert Langdon (even 
when Langdon appears to 
be the guiltiest man in the 
film!). 

But in the end, it all gets 
reduced to characters 
running from one landmark 
to another, spouting 
nonsensical dialogue and 
just being painfully dull. 

It could have been more 
intriguing, more layered - 
the argument for the earth’s 
over-population is what 
drives the virus’ creation - 
but any subtlety is lost in 
the running and shouting; 
Inferno ends up feeling l ik e 
a National Treasure for a 
more mature audience - and 
that's not a good thing. 

VERDICT: Another Dan 
Brown adaptation, another 
damp squib of a film. 
Inferno is a dull and limp 
blockbuster that takes a 
talented director and cast 
and saddles them with weak 
material.

My wife went for the cold mezes platter. This

seed oil, lemon juice and garlic; ‘tzatziki’, finely 
chopped cucumber, yoghurt, mind and garlic; a 
variety of vegetables - such as peppers and carrot 
sticks for dipping in the ‘tzatziki’; ‘patlican ezme’ 
containing smoked aubergine puree with mixed 
yoghurt and garlic; ‘dolmades’, the vines stuffed 
with rice, pine kernels and currants, cooked in olive 
oil; and butter beans served with a tomato sauce. It 
also came with the Izmir salad. 

The platters are usually served for a minimum of 
two people, but we wanted to experience both kinds. 
Both were very healthy, containing lots of fresh 
vegetables and cooked in olive oil. For the calorie 
conscious these would be good options. 

I particularly liked the ‘haloumi’ and the grilled 
sausage - both very tasty. 

My wife loved the dolmades and houmous. 

We then moved on to the main courses which we 
shared and consisted of ‘stifado’, a slow-cooked dish 
of lean pieces of beef, onions, tomatoes, wine, herbs 
and spices. The beef was so tender it melted in your 
mouth. It was served with rice, and we agreed it 
delivered a fantastic flavour. My wife said she hadn’t 
enjoyed such tasty beef. 

We also had the Izmir mixed kebab, effectively a 
mixed grill with a fantastic range of meats, 
marinated lamb, chicken kebab, lamb ribs and 
chicken wings grilled on the skewer. There was also 
a green salad of seasoned, green salad leaves, with 
olive oil and pomegranate dressing. 

At this point we were slowing d^own a bit - the 
flavours were delicious. 

To accompany the banquet, Ali recommended a 
Turkish wine Villa Doluca, a white one made from 
sultanas, which you’d expect to be sweet, but in fact 
was a refreshing, dry one, and a pleasure to drink. 

We finished off with a classic Turkish dessert of 
‘baklava’ made with a traditional Turkish and Greek 
pastry soaked in syrup with pistachio nuts. We also 
had a rice pudding made with tree sap. All in all, it 
was a delightful way to finish off the meal. 

We had a wonderful evening and Ali and his staff 
were very attentive throughout. Plaudits go to the 
chefs Valentine and Mark. 

While we were enjoying our meal we noticed how 
helpful and amenable Ali and the staff were with all 
the diners. Nothing was too much trouble and they 
even took photos for one group of diners. 

They went out of their way to ensure everyone 
had an evening to remember. 

Izmir is also the ideal place for a celebration meal 
or birthday party and sometimes provides 
entertainment in the form of belly dancers and 
Turkish music. 

It has a high rating on 
Trip Advisor. 

You can either order 
individual dishes, or go 
for the cost effective four 
courses option at £22.95 
per person. An early 
evening (5.30pm - 
7.30pm) set menu is 
£10.95 for two courses. 

Weekend specials 
include two courses for 
£7.95. There is also a set 
lunch menu Tuesday to 
Friday, two courses 
£6.95 (12pm to 2.30pm). 

Drills are obviously 
on top. 

The restaurant has 
already prepared its 
Christmas and New Year 
menu which includes a 
five course option.

Tourism boom continues 

FIGURES for the first six months of 2016 show 
that there has seen a substantial increase in the 
number of overseas visitors coming to Wales and 


a record half year increase in the amount they 
spend during their visit. 

The International Passenger Survey, published by 
the Office for National Statistics today, shows that 
Wales welcomed 450,000 overseas visitors in the 
first six months of 2016, an increase of 15 per cent 
compared to the first six months of 2015 and the 
highest increase among the nations of the UK. 

The figures also show that while there has been a 
decrease in expenditure across the UK as a whole, 
expenditure by overseas visitors in Wales has 
increased by more than eight per cent. 

For Wales and for the UK as a whole, 75 per 
cent of international visits in this first half year 
came from Europe. 

A total of 338,000 visitors came from Europe to 
Wales - 17 per cent higher than in the first six 
months of 2015. Visits from North America to 
Wales were also 10 per cent up compared with the 
first six months of 2015. 

The Cabinet Secretary for the economy and 
infrastructure, Ken Skates AM, said: “This is 
phenomenal news for Wales. 

“Our decision to target key growth markets is 
clearly working and we remain on course to 
achieve a 10 per cent growth in tourism by 2020. 

As we approach the end of the Year of Adventure 
we are gearing up for the promotion of Wales in 
2017, our Year of Legends.”

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NEWS FROM THE 
FONMON APIARY 

Bees make the 
most of shorter 
daylight hours! 

T here is no slowing down of external 
activity just yet. 

The shorter daylight hours are being used at every 
opportunity, which, thanks to the present mild 
conditions, means that nectar and pollen collecting is 
still going on apace. 

A reduction in egg laying is observable in some 
colonies but not all; in fact my Varroa mite 
monitoring programme is proof positive that queens 
are laying. 

How do I know this? Well, thanks to the weather, I 
have been able to open up selected colonies and see 
frames that display eggs, larvae and sealed brood, 
visible proof that the queen is still very active and 
additions to the colony are still continuing. 

Without opening a colony, I only have to examine 
the contents of the under floor trays that are in place 
on several colonies to confirm this. 

How does the content of a tray come about? Well, 
the floor of the hive is made up with a fine mesh. 

This is quite acceptable to the bees and of course 
anything falling down is collected in the tray. 

How do the tray contents tell me that egg laying is 
still going on? The numbers of Varroa mites that I 
count indicate very well queen activity - or lack of 
same. 

So how is the link made? The contents of a tray 
are collected into a glass jar and identified with 
colony number and date. 

What makes up this tray debris? It is bee wings, 
parts of bees, Varroa mites (dead), pollen grains, and 
a variety of smaller insects that live on the fallen 
debris of a hive of bees. 

The counting of the Varroa is aided by the use of a 
5” magnifying glass with a built-in light and a white 
enamelled dish. 

Small amounts from each sample are placed in the 
dish and counting begin. This can and does take time, 
but it is well worth the effort. 

If I have a large count, that tells me that a queen 
must be laying, as the Varroa mite carries out its 
breeding cycle on the developing larvae that was 
produced from an egg laid by a queen. 

Let us examine the breeding cycle of the mite; it 
gets underway once the egg laid by the queen 
develops into a larvae. This larvae is nourished and 
attended to by nurse bees and after several days of 
care, food will be deposited in the cell and the larvae 
will be sealed in with a coating of wax, 
metamorphosis gets underway and transformation 
from larvae to bee takes place. 

The Varroa mite is ever present on the nurse bees 
and is well attuned to their activity. When the seahng 
of the larvae is about to commence, a Varroa mite 
leaves a nurse bee and goes into the cell and in its 
turn, is sealed in along with the larvae. 

The larvae are now a source of nourishment and a 
breeding site for the female Varroa. 

The first bom is a male and he will mate with his 
mother, as the days pass she will produce at least four 
daughters, who will be mated by this male who is 
their brother. 

His hfe is now terminated; his sole purpose for 
being (that of a sperm bank) is complete. When the 
bee finally emerges, so do the mites (aU females) so 
where one went in, at least five come out! 

And the queen bee, who has the ability to lay some 
2,000 eggs per day, is providing numerous sites for 
the Varroa to multiply. 

The mites I am counting will have carried out 
several breeding cycles and do, of course, eventually 
die. It is not at all unusual for the count to be several 
hundred and sometimes many more. 

Lots of mites indicate a laying queen, but will the 
queens stop laying as winter approaches? 

Our beekeeping literature says they will; however, 
mild winters have become commonplace and the 
weather is the dominant factor in the bees and the 
beekeepers’ world so sometimes the breeding of bees 
and mites goes on all year round. 

There is of course much more to this beeA/arroa 
association and it behoves all beekeepers to address 
the situation. 

Many beekeepers do not monitor for Varroa at all, 
and many that do only glance at board inserts or trays 
and from this casual approach come to the conclusion 
that all is well and they do not have mites at all. 

Due to the mite’s small size, they can easily be 
overlooked among a tray of floor debris. It is my 
close inspection that provides me with a true picture. 

Am I the only beekeeper who has a multiple mite 
problem? Perhaps some of the other beekeepers just 
might give me a sample from one of their colonies to 
examine? Maybe not! 

Anyway, I will continue with my mite counting 
and hope that just maybe someone else will be 
curious enough to do the same.

HOPE FOR ‘FLU

WHEN you work 
in intensive care 
(ITU) it’s not 
unusual to have 
several deaths a 
year from flu- 
related illnesses. 
Patients who arrive 
in ITU with flu- 
related illnesses 
often have a 30 per 
cent risk of dying. 

This is the stark 
reality of the power of 
flu as seen firsthand by 
ABMU assistant 
medical director and 1- 
care Dave Hope. 

He’s spent the last 25 
years working in 
intensive care looking 
after the most seriously 
ill patients, many of 
whom have life- 
threatening conditions. 

Last year, 779 people 
in Wales were treated in 
hospital for a flu-related 
illness. Of those, 125 
were admitted to 
intensive care units. 

Having seen first¬ 
hand the life- 
threatening conditions 
caused by flu. Dr Hope 
explains what makes flu 
so dangerous and how 
having your flu 
vaccination is the best 
available protection 
against flu. 

“Serious flu attacks

the lungs causing viral 
pneumonia which in 
turn can lead to 
bacterial pneumonia. 
Patients often arrive in 
our unit on breathing 
machines as they are 
already unable to 
breathe for themselves. 

“Pneumonia can also 
lead to other organs 
failing, such as the 
heart and kidneys. That 
can result in people 
dying. Flu is often 
associated with the 
lungs and chest but it 
actually knows no 
boundaries. 

“Flu virus prefers to 
attack the lungs,” said 
Dr Hope, “but it can 
cause infections of the 
nervous system and gut. 
Serious influenza 


infections can also 
cause temporary 
paralysis.” 

Dr Hope fully 
supports the flu 
vaccination as the best 
way to protect yourself 
and others from what 
can be a life-threatening 
virus. 

He said; “Some 
groups are more at risk 
then others including 
those who are obese 
because they are 
immune-suppressed and 
people with existing 
health conditions such 
as heart disease and 
lung disease. 

“If you are in a high 
risk group, getting the 
flu jab could literally 
save your life. An 
attack of the flu may 
just mean a few days of 
misery or it could result 
in weeks in intensive 
care fighting for your 
life. 

“We can’t predict 
who will suffer the 
worst complications but 
you can shift the odds 
in your favour by 
getting vaccinated. 

“The flu vaccine isn’t 
100 per cent effective 
but it is safe and it 
gives the best 
protection available.” 

If you are in one of 
the following high-risk 
groups it is very 


important you have 
your free NHS flu 
vaccination as soon as 
possible. Contact your 
GP surgery to arrange 
for a vaccination. The 
flu vaccination is safe 
and provides the best 
protection against flu,” 
a spokesperson added. 

High risk groups 
include: pregnant 
women; those aged 65 
years and over; aged 
six months or older, 
with a chronic 
condition such as 
stroke, asthma, 
emphysema, diabetes, 
heart disease, kidney 
disease or liver disease; 
immunosuppressed or 
living with someone 
who is; and adults with 
a body mass index 
(BMI) of 40 or more;. 

Also, those in long- 
stay residential care; 
carers; community First 
Responders; all 
children aged two and 
three years old on 
August 31, 2015 and 
four years old but not 
in school; all children 
aged four to seven 
years old (reception 
class and years 1, 2 and 
3 in school).

SOME of Wales’ best known

“From the moment you first hear the 
story of October 21 and try to imagine 
what that day must have been like for 
everyone there, it stays with you for 
the rest of your life. It certainly has 
with me.” 

Jonathan Pryce added: “Nothing I 
can write or say can come close to 
expressing the power of this film. I can 
only share the huge sadness and anger 
that this disaster was allowed to 
happen. 

“My father was a miner from when 
he left school until he married my 
mother. He was in a pit fall. Men 
around him died and he carried the 
scars on his back all his life. 

“Miners in terrible working 
conditions knowingly faced those 
dangers, but they could never have 
imagined that the negligence and 
arrogance of the NCB (National Coal 
Board) could ever result in such 
devastation above ground.” 

Sian Phillips said: “No-one who 
lived through that day has been 
unmarked. All over the world the name 
Aberfan evokes the same response of 
sorrow and a measure of anger that 
such a thing could happen.”

The Hut 9 Preservation Group recently 
staged the latest of their Open Weekends 
at the site of the former Second World 
War Camp at Island Farm, Bridgend and 
entertained over 600 visitors. 

The site of the famous ‘Welsh Great Escape’, this 
former WW2 German prisoner of war camp is sealed 
to visitors for much of the year, but twice annually 
the locked doors of the hut from which this escape 
was made are opened to allow hundreds of visitors a 
rare look inside this unique building. 

Members of the preservation group and over fifty 
living historians dressed in period uniforms gave 
talks and guided tours inside the hut. A number of 
WW2 military vehicles were also on site. 

Brett Exton, the group’s treasure, gave illustrated 
talks on the history of the site, and Richard Williams, 
the group’s vice-chair, told visitors about the work 
the group has done since its formation in 2012. 

Every penny donated by visitors to these special 
openings is spent on improving the visitor 
experience. In the last year, under the guidance of 
group member Wayne Gill, the group has renovated 
a nearby derelict building to convert it into a Visitors 
Centre and this building now contains a re-creation 
of the night that 70 Germans escaped through a 
tunnel dug from one of the rooms in Hut 9. 

The group has also worked hard to kit out the 
rooms inside Hut 9 to give visitors an insight into its 
fascinating past. 

A replica guard tower has been constructed, and 
military historians were on hand to tell visitors about 
the history of the site, from its occupation by female 
workers at the nearby ordnance factory to its housing 
hundreds of German prisoners of war. 

Also on display were dozens of original wall 
paintings made by the occupants over 70 years ago. 
A replica NAAEI cafe, staffed by volunteers, 
provided refreshments, while group member Stel 
Anthony recorded the memories of visitors who 
remembered the site in its heyday. 

The group’s chairman. Dr. Jonathan Hicks, said, 
“We were delighted at the high number of visitors to 
the site, and the wonderful comments made on our 
preservation work by people of all ages. This Open 
Weekend was fully booked up months in advance, 
which gives some idea of the scale of public interest 
in this historic site. I am now taking bookings for our 
2017 events, and half of the 600 tickets have already 
been snapped up.” 

Donations to the Hut 9 voluntary group, which is 
seeking to assure the future of the site, are welcomed 
and allow the group to make even more 
improvements to the building and surrounding area.

She gave a stunning 
presentation of prints from the United 
States taken on a recent trip, and the 
images of Bryce Canyon in the Utah 
National park reminded us all of the 
scenery in the old John Wayne 
westerns. 

Death Valley was another location 
featured and the images were so 
realistic that one felt that one could 
actually feel the heat. 

Other pictures were taken in Indo- 
China, particularly Laos and Cambodia 
featuring street scenes, farming 
landscapes and the local peoples and 
some interesting pictures taken in 
Singapore during a monsoon rain 
shower. 

Friday, September 16, saw the 
arrival of Dave Mason, who gave us a 
presentation entitled ‘A Slice Of Life’. 

Dave is an accomplished street 
photographer who specialises in 
catching people in interesting situations 
in public places. 

Totally un-staged, Dave’s photos 
made use of what he referred to as 
‘borrowed-art’, namely billboards, 
advertising hoardings, road signs, street 
furniture such as litter bins etc. and 
even graffiti. 

Although working predominantly in 
black and white as his favourite 
medium, Dave used colour when the 
image demanded it and showed us an 
interesting series of images featuring 
yellow lines, brightly coloured graffiti 
and shop-front signage. 

Perhaps most unusual was his use of 
infra-red photography in a street 
environment; a rare use of this medium 
which is usually seen in nature and 
landscape photography. This was a 
fascinating evening and we look 
forward to welcoming Dave in a return 
visit at some time in the future. 

The third meeting in September was 
hosted by our own Roy Carr. Roy is a 
stalwart of the club and has recently 
retired from an extended stint as our 
competitions secretary which has 
finally allowed him time to concentrate 
on putting together his applications for 
Associateship of the Royal 

Photographic Society and

Photographic Federation. 

To apply for these distinctions it is 
necessary to present a panel of images, 
and the topic of the presentation was a 
demonstration of the best ways of 
making a panel of one’s prints.

MANY motorists need to learn 
how to pass horses properly on 
country roads - according to 
the British Horse Society. 

Figures compiled by the group show 
that about 130 road incidents have 
been reported to them in Wales alone, 
since they launched their horse 
accidents website in November 2010. 

Representatives of the British Horse 
Society met with Vale MP Alun Cairns 
and Andrew RT Davies AM to discuss 
the issue of road safety for riders at the 
South Wales Police Mounted Section 
HQ last Friday. 

Mounted officers explained that 
only that morning their horses had 
been spooked by drivers passing 
horses too quickly and closely. 

Welsh Secretary of State, Alun 
Cairns, remarked: “When drivers are 
passing even police horses 
inappropriately, it is clear that the 
primary cause of this problem is not 
deliberately anti-social driving, but 
ignorance. I fully support the aims of 
the BHS and the ‘Pass Wide and Slow’ 
campaign who seek to educate drivers 


about the danger caused by spooking 
horses. 

“Horses are prey animals and easily 
startled. Riders never have full control 
of the animal, and when it bolts it can 
cause serious damage and injury to 
motorist and rider alike.” 

South Wales Police is encouraging 
riders not to use busy roads, and to 
avoid likely periods of congestion. 
They also warned riders not to react 
aggressively to inappropriate driving, 
but to explain to drivers, if possible, 
the consequences of startling horses. 

Jan Roche of the British Horse 
Society, said: “Since we launched our 
accident reporting website there have 
been 38 rider deaths and 212 horses 
killed or had to be euthanised 
following a road incident.” 

Riding campaigners are seeking to 
alter the Highway Code to include 
sections on safely passing horses, and 
are petitioning the Welsh Assembly to 
begin a public education drive on the 
issue.

week. 

The event saw more than 50 
employers exhibiting their range of 
career opportunities, including 
NHS Wales, Horizon Nuclear 
Power, Aldi and the RAF. 

Attendees were given the 
chance to meet apprentices and 
employers from a range of 
different industries including 
manufacturing, medicine, teaching, 
tourism, caring and catering. 

British astronaut, Tim Peake, 
who visited Techniquest on 
Thursday, spoke to students at 
SkillsCymru via a live link to the 
event. Students heard Tim talk 
about the important science 
experiments he conducted during 
his mission for researchers across 
the planet, including trying to grow 
blood vessels and protein crystals, 
as well as using a furnace to melt 
and cool metal alloys as they float 
in mid-air. 

The free event was attended by 
thousands of young people from 
schools, further education colleges 
and work based learning providers 
across Wales including Brynteg 
School, Maesteg School, 


Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School, Llantwit Major School, 
Ysgol Gyfun Gymraeg 
Llangynwyd and Ysgol Bryn 
Castell. 

The students were able to take 
part in interactive games, 
challenges, mock job interviews 
and were able to quiz exhibitors 
about career opportunities, learning 
routes and get careers advice for 
the future.

A must for all 
rugby fans is Terry 
Davies - Wales’ 

First Superstar 
Fullback (published 
by yLolfa at £9.99). 

Written with the aid 
of Swansea Valley-based 
journalist Geraint 
Thomas, this long- 
awaited autobiography 
reveals the truth about 
Terry's life in rugby 
during the 1950s as well 
as the loss of his talented 
brother Len to leukaemia 
at a young age. 

This is story of a 
typical working-class 
upbringing and coming 
of age before finding 
glory on the rugby pitch- 
is as much a social 
commentary as a 
fascinating insight into 
the heydays of the 
amateur game. 

The post-war period 
saw top rugby players in 
Wales achieve the kind 
of fame once associated 
with Hollywood movie 
stars and few captured 
the headlines more often 
than Terry Davies. 

The boy from Bynea, 
who combined the good 
looks of a young Robert 
Redford with silky skills 
and tough as teak 
tackling, went on to 
wow crowds across the 
rugby- playing world 
through his displays for 
Wales and the British 
and Irish Lions. 

This book tells of the 
remarkable life story of 
the Lions star, 
encompassing his 
childhood in Llanelli, 
learning rugby in 
Stradey School, making 
his debut as a schoolboy 
for Swansea, entering 
the Royal Marines and 
winning his first cap 
before becoming a 
household name. 

From the highs of 
touring New Zealand 
and beating the All 
Blacks in their own 
backyard to the lows of 
a career-threatening 
shoulder injury, his 


rugby journey, which 
began as a nervous 17 
year old one rainy day in 
Ebbw Vale and ended 
with universal acclaim, 
is real ‘Roy of the 
Rovers’ stuff. 

I particularly enjoyed 
the story of the time 
Wales played England, 
when after the match a 
Welsh supporter 
clambered over the 
railings and sawed down 
a piece of the cross bar 
as a souven ir . 

Although he is not 
mentioned, the culprit 
was my old point-to- 
point friend, the late 
Tenby farmer and 
champion point-to-point 
rider Fred Mathias. 

Fred was a real 
character and his 
grandson John Mathias 
is one of the leading 
amateur riders in the 
country. 

Terry also remains 
one of the few living 
Welshmen to have won a 
test match in New 
Zealand. 

Co-writer Geraint 
Thomas said: “Terry is a 
natural storyteller. His 
book is packed with 
humour. He typifies the 
Welsh humour once so 
prevalent amongst the 
working class. 

“His tale is both a 
social commentary and 
cultural account of 
Welsh life pre and post 
war, as well as a 
priceless account of a 
bygone age of rugby 
union.” 

In his introduction to 
the book. Sir Gareth 
Edwards writes: “As a 
young inspiring player 
he left a huge impression 
on me due to the way he 
stood out from the rest.” 

A cracking book and 
certainly value for 
money.
